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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

Claims 1-43, 51-53, 56, 57, and 62-74 liave been cancelled. All pending claims 
are copied from US Patent 6,565,605 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification slnall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
malting and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the Inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 48 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

This application is a divisional of parent application 09/693272. The subject 
matter directed to the language of "porous coatings comprising osteoconductive 
substances" finds no clear support in applicant's specification. The specification 
provides disclosure supporting osteoinductive substances but not osteoconductive 
substances. 

Accordingly, claim 48 is directed to newly presented subject matter. Accordingly, 
the claims will be rejected over US Patent 6,565,605 from which the claims were 
copied. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 48 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Goble et al 
(6,565,605). 

These claims were copied from the patent. Since applicant's specification does 
not clearly support the language of "porous coatings comprising osteoconductive 
substances", these claims are anticipated by Goble, et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 44-47, 49, 50, 54, 55, and 58-61 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments
